Cohen says bond notes have been bid out for the wo most 
recent borrowing projects, which are a Green repair proj 
ect at Agawam Junior High School and the North Westfield 
Street water main improvement project. 

“With this increase in bond ratings, we will likely be able 
to get lower interest rates that will decrease the debt service 
we are paying on these projects,” said Cohen, 

Cohen explained the bonding process, saying 
goes out to 2 bo reney, The bonding agency puts the 
bond out to three to six financial groups, typically banks, 0 
purchase the bonds. Those financial groups will likely offer 
Agawam lower interest rates as a result of the increase bond 

“They know we are a good investment,” said Cohen, 

According to Placek, between the town, the schools and 
public works, including water and wastewater, there are cu 
rently 27 projects the ton is payin ice on. Some 


of the projects are completed: others, like the water main 
project ae ongoing. The projects date back as far as 1995, 

Last year, Placek said $3.8 million in debt service pay- 
ments were made towanl the projects.
